JUDGE WEST AT BELLEFONTAINE. 
Crxcinnati, Aug. 16.—The Ohio campaign 
opened to-night at Bellefontaine in a speech by 
Judge West. After brief introductory remarks 


Judge West said: 

The Cleveland Convention reaffirmed as an en- 
tirety the national platform of 1876. On it, last 
year, we fought won. The principles it enun- 
ciates and their discussion are fresh in recol- 
lection of all. Two additional planks of principal 
importance were added at Cleveland, one favoring 
the remonetization of silver, the other recommend- 
ing the creation of a National Bureau of Industry.

Since, then, the interest and prosperity of 
each is inseparable from those of the other, is it 
not the part of wisdom to devise and apply some 
method of intermanagement which, without 
trenching upon the separate rights of either, shall 
secure the harmonious co-operation of both -which, 
without disturbing their existing relationship, shal! 
repress antagonisms and secure the common efforts 
of each in the common protection and advance- 
ment of all?

I have ventared to suggest may or may not be ap- 
proved. Itwillnotifone better be brought for- 
ward. this as it may, the mighty interests 
involved cannot afford to be indifferent.

order and public liberty cannot afford it. I know 
the hazard of venturing upon the untried. Con- 
eervatism sits still or moves in the old ruts, and is 
content. Progress rises to the height of new occa- 
sious. Republicanism is progress, ever struggling 
to advance mankind to places of higher develop- 
ment and security. To this end—not to endanger, 
but to secure; not to change. but to protect; not 
to blend, but to harmonize the rights of labor and 
the rights of capital on the basis of impartial 
juatice to both—it now 
GRAPPLES WITH THE GREAT ISSUE 
wing out of their collisions, and seeks by peace- 
ul methods to provide against their recur- 
rence. Labor and capital, neither of which can 
presper uniess nourished and fed by the other— 
shall they be enemies and not friends’ It is most 
vnaatural. As to Republicanism was given the 
honor of lifting capital and labor to a common plane 
of impartial freedom and universal manhood, so 
may to it be given the honor of witnessing these 
twin coursers harnessed to the car of progress;

remove any doubts of its purpose to discharge 
all just obligations to public creditors, and 
solemnly pledged its faith to make provision at 
the earliest practical period for the redemption 
of United States notes in coin, commercial 
prosperity, public morals, and national 
credit demand that this promise be ful- 
filled by a continuous and steady 
— — to specie payments, and said that the 

epublican party, not only of Ohio, but of the 
Nation, stands committed, and it must be ful- 
filled. The War debt of the nation is a legacy 
only Jess sacred than the soldiers’ pension.” The 
Government having originally pledged reim- 
bursement in coin, the public credit and nation- 
al faith cannot afford to dishonor the obligation. 
The desire to equalize the value and purchasing 
power of the coin and paper dollar is practically 
universal. When they shall become inter-con- 
vertible at pleasure the desired result will have 
been accomplished. How stall this be 
brought about with the TDeast possible 
detriment to existing rights and interests? In 
considering any method the various interests in- 
voived must be kept steadily in view. The 
money of commerce is the measure of values. 
All indebtedness is contracted with reference to 
the kind of money which at the time is the 
measure of value, and in which payment is ex- 
pected to be made. Values may change; the 
—— power of current money may en- 

ance or depreciate, but indebtedness once con- 
tracted is unalterable; the stipulated 
number of dollars will be required; 
to discharge it, whether the value of 
the dollar be augmented or diminished. 
Its augmentation tends to injuriously 
affect the debtor, because more labor or more 
merchandise will be required to procure it than 
when the debt was contracted. Its depreciation 
tends to injuriously affect the creditor, because 
he will be compeiled to receive payment in 
money oi less ove power than that with 
reference to which the obligation was entered 
into. Values adjust themselves to the money 
standard by which they are measured. If money 
appreciate, these shrink and decline, if money 
depreciate, these correspondingly enhance. An 
considerable appreciation must therefore w 
more or less detriment, depen on the extent 
und the degree of its violence.

It is equally impossitile to retire the 
national banking currency by taking up anu dis- 
chareing the bonds held as collaterals with a 
further issue of legal-tender notes. 

THEY CANNOT BE DISCHARGED 
with the legal-tender notes of any issue without 
violating the faith aun honor of the nation 
pledged to their payment in coin. Return to 
specie payment, enable the banks to make 
their notes intercouvertible with coin at 
the pleasure of the holder, and they will 
constitute an ageney incomparably superior to 
the centralized political power at Washington 
for regulatme the e of currency accord- 
ing to the wants of trade. It furnishes to busi- 
ness interests and to business men of every lo- 
cality, who know its Wants by personal contact 
with them, facilities and power to supply those 
wants as they may arise. It recognizes the 
principle of home- rule dv furnishing and regu- 
lating the volume of currency. Another finan- 
cial school insists that the ſuterronvertiollity of 
coin and par money ean better be effected by 
the arbitrary contraction and retirement of le- 
al- leuder notes until their value shall be brought 
to par in coin. This implies a discretion 
in the contracting bower at Washington that 
mignt not always be influenced by virtue. It is 
a power that can be much more safely exercised 
by the people at home, through the ordinary 
channels of busimess, than by a central junta of 
politicians plied by the bulls and bears of Wall 
street.

Judge West continued: 

This indebtedness has been entered into with ref- 
erence to payment in legal-tendere, the value of 
which since then bas been regulated by that of 
gold coin alone. Of this the evidence is the de- 
cline in value of the old silver dollar below that of 
legal-tender notes, which could not have 
occurred if these had continued to be re- 
deemable in that dollar. Hence com- 
pulsory 8 of such recent indebt⸗ 
edness n a  newly-isened dollar of 
less value and purchasing power than the legal 
tender shall have at the time when payment shall 
be made, cannot fail to work injustice, whatever 
may be the legal right and authority for the exer- 
tion of such power. 

Again, about seven hundred millions of legal- 
tender and bank notes are outstanding, which. 
being interconvertible, are of equal value. Make 
them redeemable in coin dollars of value and pur- 
chasing power less than they possess and mig! will 
immediately drop to the same lower level. 
Consequently the effect of reissuing the 
old dollar or any other, the value of which at the 
time shall be less than that of the legal tender, will 
have the effect to annihilate a portion of the exist- 
ing wealth of the country equal to this percenta 
of difference in values. that difference shail 
be 10 per cent, then 10 per cent of its value will 
be stricken from the legal tender or other paper 
money which every man may have, and from the 
accounts and credits which may be due him. wheth- 
er he be laborer, farmer, merchant, or 
millionaire. 

No plan of remonetization can regard these in- 
terests as insignificant, or disregard them with im- 
punity. Far better hat the whole Government, 
and throagh it the whole people, bear ratably the 
loss, than that by compulsory legislation many 
millions. probably hundreds of millions. be 
stricken from the wealth Of one class for the exclu- 
sive benefit of another, when no exigency of coun- 
try demands it. Whatever else be the nation's 
loss, its justice and its honor must be untarnished.

A HAZARDOUS EXPERIMENT. 
Its effect on the future of business, under existing 
condstions, is involved in uncertainty. Forecast 
is not infallivie. Two standard metallic dollars 
differing in value are as Unpnilosophical as two 
standard yards differing in length, or two standard 
pounds differingin weight. Business would in- 
evitably adjust itself to the shorter measure, and 
the longer become practically obsolete. This 
is observable now in the exclusion of gold 
coin by legal- tender notes; if interconverti- 
ble, they will float together; otherwise not. 

It iscontended that by restoring the monetary 
relation between silver and gold, the reciprocal 
power of each over the other will preserve sub- 
siantial wy in the value of their respective 
dollars. This concedes the grave importance of 
such equality at all times, and hence of starting 
together in the race; for if it be a matter of no im- 
portance, argument to show that it could and 
would preserve and perpetuate its existence by 
reciprocal or any other power, is without siguifl- 
cance. They started abreast in the beginning; un- 
lees they do so now, exi conditions will tend 
rather to separate than unite them in the course. 
If they were alike free to contend wherever either 
is employed as money. then power over each other 
would be very great; but silver has been demofie- 
tized by many of the great commercial nations; its 
monetary use has thus been much restricted. Gold 
is the standard money of the civilized world.

Thus writes Disraeli, or, rather, thus he ought 
to write. And not only the Christians of Jewish 
descent, put also those born Christians, all who 
feel the ity of man in themselves and rec- 
ognize it in others, should most energetically 
eradicate this first symptom of a new moral pes- 
tilence in the New World. Not Jews, but Chris- 
tians, and only Christians, should hold meetings 
to manifest their indignation at this offense 
seemingly so small — —— but mom 
strous iu ite revolting nefariousness.

of A a one idea, and to remain steadfast for its 
sake. 

As long as a man of their belief or of other 
descent is treated uncharitably or hatefully 
there is no real religion in the world. 

You tell me, dear friend, that Mr. Joseph Sel- 
man is an esteemed man, a man who evinces 
much interest for the public benefit. And if he 
were one of the least of these ’’—the rest can 
be tound Mat.t 25, v., 40. 

And now one word more: There can be no 
question about this. The Jews are much to 
blame on this and on the other side of the 
ocean.

A Dealer in Perjary—Maj. W. B. Moore in 
the St. Louis Whisky „ Boyn- 
ton’s Reminiscences of the Babcock Case.

Rr Brack, N. H., Aug, 1L—A private dis- 
pateh from Washington brings the information 
that ex-Special Agent Moore has printed an 
affidavit assuming to set forth the circumstances 
of the attempt at blackmaii which he had be- 
fore charged on your correspondent. When a 
copy of this bit of unadulterated perjury comes 
to hand it will receive attention. 

Meantime a story of the Babcock whisky trial 
in St. Louls will illustrate the kind of service 
Moore was accustomed to render his employers, 
and his capacity for pe . 

Everist, a — oy * had 
been a witness to the mailing of money by Joyce 
to Babcock and Avery in W had left 
the country, and it was expected by the defense 
that he would remain absent until after the trial. 
He was most respectably connected, and finally, 
a short time before the case was called, he was in- 
duced to return and a as a witness. When 
he arrived in the country those engaged in pre- 
— the Government case for trial met him in 

hiladelphia and ascertained what his testi- 
mony would be. His statement, which he 
afterward made on the stand :

Joyce to the bank to exchange a $1,000 bill for

CURRENCY AND DEBT QUESTIONS.

His Majesty of Russia is coming squarely 
down to business, and evidently proposes to 
go into the next campaign with a determina- 
tion to win. An Imperial decree has been 
issued calling to arms even those for- 
merly exonerated from military duty. 
They will de formed into Nation- 
al Guards for the ion of 
home points, leaving those subject to 
active duty free to take positions at the 
front. In an emergency even the 
will be sent forward, though the most of 
their work will be limited to preserving in- 
ternal security. This will materially aug- 
ment the force in the field and enhance the 
Russian chances in the approaching con- 
flict. 


During the past week or two a petition has 
been in circulation addressed to the Common 
Council, and asking that Michigan avenue be 
transferred to the South Park Commissioners 
for improvement and regulation. It has al- 
ready received a very large number of 
signatures, including many of the lead- 
ing citizens and largest land-owners in 
the city, and it will be left for 
a few days longer at the Board of Trade 
rooms for the convenience of those inter- 
ested in the project who have not yet had an 
opportunity to sign it. This petition is 
based upon a very different condition of 
things from that on which the Judiciary 
Committee of the Council reported adversely 
to the proposition. The Council Commit- 
tee’s report was based on information that 
the South Park Commissioners are not will- 
ing to assume the control of the avenue as 
a part of their general trust, but the petition 
has been drawn upon information that the 
Park Commissioners will accept the trust 
when it is committed to them. The petition 
has a list of signers that will command the 
respectful attention of the Council; and, if 
it shall not lead to a transfer of the avenue, 
it will certainly hurry up the passage of an 
ordinance regulating the width of wagon- 
tires that shall be allowed to rum on the 
new pavement. 


The Ohio campaign opened last night at 
Bellefontaine, where Judge West, the Repub- 
lican nommee for Governor, delivered his 
introductory speech. His remarks were 


the labor question, which seems cer- 
tain to figure prominently in the 
canvass in Ohio, as well as in 
other States. The speech of last evening 
being Judge West's first formal declaration 
of views upon the great topics of the day,— 
the remonetization of silver, and the estab- 
lishment of a new system of dealing 
with the issues between employer and 
employed,—it will be read with 
deep interest throughout the country alike 
by the workingman and the capitalist. 
Neither can complain of the treatment his 
interests receive at the hands of the speak- 
er. Thereis not a taint or suggestion of 
Cemmunism in his ideas concerning the 
measures which should be taken in 
order to bring about a better state 
of feeling between capital and labor; 
nor is there wanting a manifestation 
of the deepest solicitude for the welfare and 
the rights of the workingmen. With refer- 
ence to the currency question, Judge Wrst’s 
views are equally emphatic, ‘Standing alike 
on the Cleveland and Cincinnati platforms, 
he insists that the faith and honor of the 
nation require the payment of its obligations 
in coin, but he characterizes as simply sui- 
eidal the policy of resumption by means 
of contraction alone. 

The act of the General Assembly, passed 
March 20, 1871, in relation to the use of the 
canal-lien money, contains this clause : 
Provided, however, that not less than one-Afth 
nor to exceed one-third of said sum 80 appropri- 
ated shall be received by said city, and be applied 
in reconstructing the bridges and the public build- 
ings and structures destroyed by fre, upon the 
original sites thereof, as already provided by the 
Common Council. 

It will be seen that the City Council was 
not permitted to apply more than one-third 
for reconstruction purpuses, nor less than 
one-fifth. The discretionary powers of the 
Council must be exercised within those lim- 
its. The amouut at that time, including in- 
terest, was $2,955,340. The one-fifth of 
this sum is $591,038. This is the minimum 
amount the ral Assembly stipulated 
that should be applied in reconstracting 
the bridges and the public buildings and 
structures destroyed by fire.” There is no 
provision or condition that one-fifth of 
the money, or any other per cent 
of it, should be applied in rebuild 
ing the City-Hall. The discretion 
was given to the City Government, within 
those limits, to apportion the rebuilding 
funds as it saw fit. The total amount re- 
ceived from the State was $3,121,420. One- 
fifth of this would be $622,284, which must 
de expended in rebuilding bridges, viaducts, 
and public buildings. Between the time of 
the fire and Dec. 1, 1873,when Mayor Cor vm 
came into office, there had been expended of 
this building fund, in reconstructing bridges 
and viaducts, the sum of $317,149, which 
would leave $305,135 available for the City- 
Hall,—iess the sums expended ‘in rebuilding 
fire-engine-houses and police-stations, and 
other public structures, the amounts of 
which we have not at hand. On the Ist of 
December, 1873, the City Treasurer’s balance- 
sheet showed $1,118, 100cash on hand that day. 
The first appropriation of canal-lien money 
for rebuilding the City-Hall was made on the 
Soth of June, 1874. It was made in this 
language: For building a City-Hall, $661,-

Bulletin article rehashed, and, in a most 
langhable way, has attempted to address 
it to this paper. 


The point is(1), How is the Government 


to get gold with which to redeem the green- 
backs; and (2), having redeemed the green- 
backs, if they are to be reissued, how and 
for what purpose can they be reissued ? 
The Government has a limited income, and 
that income is by permanent or specific ap- 
propriations to be expended for specific pur- 
poses. The gold income of the Government 
is about $133,000,000 annually; this is ap- 
propriated: $100,000,000 for interest, $21,- 
000,000 for sinking fund, and the expenses 
and salaries in foreign countries takes the 
remainder. Generally, the coin expendi- 
tures consume the coin receipts. Now, 
how is the Government to get the additional 
gold to redeem, say, $130,000,000 of green- 
backs a year? In addition to this, the coun- 
try will have about $50,000,000 of gold for 
exportation, and another large sum for re- 
mittance to pay the expenses of Americans 
in Europe. The market for gold is in Lon- 
don, and the state of that market is indicat- 
ed by the rate of discount of the Bank of 
England. An extraordinary demand for 
gold will be answered by a rise in the bank 
rates. No means have been provided by 
law for obtaining this goid on the ist of 
January, 1879, except the sale of bonds. 
These bonds are the 44 and 4 per cents. The 
sale of the latter has probably reached its 
maximum for the present, even if the 
amount 
be taken by the 
supply of gold, therefore, to redeem. the 
greenbacks must be obtained abroad, and by 
the sale of 4} per cent bonds. But Germa- 
ny isin the market for gold, and for the 
United States to demand $150,000,000 to re- 
deem its greenbacks would so unsettle that 
market that it is not likely that a 4} per cent 
bond can be sold at par, or anything near 
par. If the policy be to merely retire the 
greenbacks, why sell bonds for gold with 
which to redeem the greenbacks? Why not 
offer the bonds at, say, 3 per cent, direct for 
the greenbacks ?

But conceding that, in some way at pres- 


ent unknown, the Govornment shall procure 
gold enough to begin redeeming the green- 
backs, and shall redeem enough to supply 
the country with the gold to pay its customs 
duties and make its remittances to Europe, 
there will be that much currency with- 
drawn; the banks, having to redeem in 
gold, must retire their notes. 
will be an exclusive gold currency. But, it 
is auswered, the greenbacks, as fast as re- 
deemed, will be paid out again. How, and 
for what purpose? They cannot be paid 
out for any coin obligation of the Govern- 
ment. The Government will have its ordi- 
nary revenue to meet all other expenditures. 
How are the greenbacks to be put back into 
circulation? The Chicago Tims, taking 
the idea of a New York paper, but not un- 
derstanding it, says :

1. It will be easy enough to find ways of reiesu- 


ing the redeemed greenbacks, if that is found de- 
sirable. They may be reissued in exchange for 
gold deposits, just as certificates are now issued in 
exchange for such deposits. Besides, greenbacks 
may be reissued in exchange for bonds or bullion, 
provided tney are not reissued in such excess as to 
cause depreciation. a 


2. There is very little danger that they will be 


presented for redemption after their volume has 
been so far reduced as te bring them to par with 
coin. 
come in very slowly after they were once restored 
by contraction to the level of gold. 
to say that there would be a demand on the Treas- 
ury for $133,000,000 every year for payment of 
customs duties, because just as soon as the cur- 
rency was restored to par people could get what 
gold they wanted without going to the Treasury.

Gold and greenbacks are now de- 
posited in the Treasury to large amounts for 
safe keeping, and certificates are issued 
therefor. These gold-certificates are re- 
deemable in gold and circulate as gold, and 
the greenback-certificates are redeemable in 
paper and circulate as paper. Men who de- 
posit gold do not, and will not, take certifi- 
cates redeemable in paper; nor will they do 
so when it is known the Government cannot 
redeem the paper in gold. Now, when an 
importer needs gold, he sells his greenbacks 
for coin. We have shown that $130,000,000 
in gold is needed for business purposes every 
year, and no man will ll jis greenbacks to 
the brokers for gold when he can present the

They no sooner get saddled with a candidate 
than they try to get ridof him. There was 
serious talk of “bouncing” the venerable 
WILLIAM ALLEN two years ago, but ALLEN 
wouldn’t budge, and he only succeeded in 
electing Hayes firat Governor and then Pres- 
ident. This year the Demoorats are attempt- 
ing to shove Mr. Bunor off the course, but 
the indications are that Mr. Bunor will 
prove as intractable as the venerable WII 
ram. The Democratic Committee met at 
Put-in-Bay a few days ago to discuss the sit- 
uation, and summoned their candidate be- 
fore them, but, even according to the dis- 
patches to their chief organ, the Cincinnati 
Enquirer, they failed to come to any sat- 
isfactory understanding with Mr. Bisuop. It 
is apparent that the Ohio Democrats this 
year are in about as bad a predicament as 
the Illinois Democrats were last year with 
the ancient Lew Srewarp. They have 
caught a Tartar, and don't know what to do 
with him. 

It is not clear just how Mr. Bisnor, who 
is a Cincinnati dealer in sugar, molasses, and 
other ‘‘ wet groceries,” came to be nomi- 
nated. He slipped in very adroitly. Messrs. 
Coxvxnsx, and Warp, and EW, and Payne, 
and Vanor, and even Prenp.eron, had their 
active friends, and the different factions got 
into a hopeless war. But, when it came to the 
time for making nominations, it was found 
that one gentleman, who had his representa- 
tives at Columbus, had made no enemies, 
but, on the contrary, the liberal dis- 
pensing ef beverages on. a systematic 
plan had captured the hearts of most 
of therural delegates for him. What really 
carried the day for Mr. Bianor, however, 
was the promise made for him that he would 
contribute an ample sum for State cam- 
paign purposes. At the Put-in-Bay meeting 
he was remihded of this fact, but he repudi- 
ated it, saying that nobody was authorized 
to pledge him to anything of the kind, and 
the most he ever agreed to do was to take 
care of Hamilton County (Cincinnati), which. 
is his home. Here was a dash of cold water 
plump in the face. It was worse than a 
plunge im the lake at the usual temperature 
of lake water. The Democratic Committee 
no longer felt the need of the cool breezes of 
Put-in-Bay, and they left for home. 

Mr. Bianor has been a terrible disappoint- 
ment to the Ohio Democracy in every way. 
It is notorious that the party is thoroughly 
imbued with the worst heresies of green- 
backism. And Buisnor is not merely a bull- 
ionist, but almost a monometallist; it is very 
hard for him even to admit the advisability 
of remonetizing silver, and as to the unre- 
stricted manufacture of greenbacks,—he 
won't listen to it. How can the believers in 
the Bux AUA, EN, and Prenpurron 
theories ever be made to rally around so un- 
congenial a spirit as this? Then it is found 
that he retains a strong odor of _Know-Noth- 
ingism. He was taken up by the 
struggling Republicans of 1859, and 
run for Mayor of Cincinnati in 
order to draw the Know-Nothing vote from 
the Democratic party. As Cincinnati was 
strongly Democratic, Mr. Bisnor's election 
at that time was due to the Know-Nothing 
vote which he received. But even this is 
not the worst of his record as Mayor of Cin- 
cinnati. He proved to bea Puritan Mayor 
and enforced the Sabbatarian laws. Only a 
couple of years ago, while a member of the 
Ohio Constitutional Convention, he openly 
boasted of his success in that particular, in 
order to demonstrate the feasibility of Puri- 
tan laws, which shows that he has not yet 
overcome his early prejudices against Demo- 
cratic habits. It will be recognized that this 
is not precisely the kind of man to kindle 
any very great blaze of enthusiasm among 
Democrats anywhere, but particularly in 
Ohio. 

All this might have been forgiven, how- 
ever, if Mr. Brsnor had consented to be bled 
for the benefit of the Democrats ghroughout 


the State. It is true that he has barrels off 


money. It is understood that he spends 
most of his leisure time in clipping coupons 
from his bonds. But he is opposed to the 
convertibility doctrine. He proposes to 
keep the bonds himself; or, if he parts with 
any, it will only be in Hamilton County. 
But, as there are eighty-seven other counties 
in the State where the Democrats will not 
even getasight at these bonds, the case 
seems to be a hopeless one, and the Demo- 
cratic party of Ohio is in a decidedly bad 
way. 


PUNISHING HAYES. 

Mr. Simon Cameron and Mr. Ben Wax, 
two statesmen now happily retired from 
public life, have recently given utterance to 
dismal forebodings concerning the future of 
the Republican party. Bram and Conx- 
LING and a swarm of small-fry politicians 
have joined in the chorus, though in a more 
cautious way. Being still in office, they have 
a graver sense of responsibility than the 
veterans turned out to grass. But the pre- 
dictions and threats of all these gentlemen 
have a common origin and a common pur- 
pose. They mean to punish Hares. They 
tell the newspaper-correspondents so, and 
they lose no opportunity of getting their 
views into the newspapers. Each one of the 
leaders has his work cut out. Ben 
Wan means to lose Ohio “to 
punish Hares,” Cameron to give up 
Pennsylvania, and Conx.ine to sacrifice New 
York for a similar purpose. Bram has 
kindly consented to keep Maine in the Re- 
publican column, but he is “ punishing 
Hayes” with all the means that God and 
nature have placed in his hands. 

Hayes stands up under punishment re- 
markably well. He has asked no quarter 
and made no retreat. He seems not to be 
aware that he is being punished; and the 
frightful castigation that is in store for him 
when three strong Republican States go 
Democratic has no terrors for his mind. The 
reason for his apathy is not far to seek. He 
doubtless feels, as most sensible men in his 
place would feel, that the loss of every Re- 
publican State in the Union could be no 


having declined a renomination in advance. 
The only party pledges which bind him are 
those contained in the platforin adopted at 
Cincinnati, which he has observed with 


strife shall be kept up as long as possible, 
and that the conditions which brought their 
services into request shall be maintained. 
This is the reason for their implacable course 
in relation to the Southern question. They 
know that President Hares had no honest 
alternative in the case of Louisiana and 
South Carolina; that he adopted, in both 
instances, the policy transmitted to 
him by the Republican Convention, 
and that the result has been most happy. 
With all their capacities for ignorance, these 
statesmen cannot be ignorant that profound 
peace prevails in every part of the South. 
There are no more reports of outrages upon 
the negroes. The Ku-Klux have disbanded. 
The Rifle Clubs are things of the past. Mur- 
der, rape, arson, and anarchy are not more 
frequent south of Mason and Dixon's line 
than north of it. Both races are working 
harmoniously in the fields, cultivating the 
largest crops known for years. The employ- 
ers have yielded to the employed voluntarily 
privileges which no process of force could 
ever have extorted from them. The negro is 
more industrious than ever before, be- 
cause more inclined to make his living 
in an honest way, and to leave politics 
alone. In the five months since the in- 
auguration Of President Harss’ pacification 
policy the negroes of the South have been 
more contented, more industrious, and more 
secure in the possession of their rights than 
in any similar period since the introduction 
of slavery on this continent. Emancipation 
was proclaimed by President Liycozty in 
1863; it was established asa fact by Presi- 
dent Haves in 1877. 
The truth is too plain to be concealed 
from Bla, Como, and Cannon. 
They know that the pacification pol- 
icy has been successful. Under the 
circumstances, we cannot feel that their 
continued opposition to it is sincere, 
or that they intend to “‘punish Hares” on 
account of it solely. They perceive plainly 
enough the simple proposition that they 
cannot punis Harzs” without being 
themselves punished by the Democratic 
. What will it profit Cox to lose 
New York if he loses his seat in the Senate 
at the same time? or Biaive to send up 
resolutions from Maine if the Republican 
majority in Pennsylvania and Ohio is de- 
stroyed? The real canse of the hostility 
evinced by the malcontents is due to the 
Civil-Service Reform policy as much 
as to the Southern policy. The latter 
reform only deprives them of stock in trade 
for speeches and political pamphlets, while 
the former robs them of the very sinews 
of war. They can afford perhaps to 
surrender the bloody sffirt, but can they give 
up the Post-Offices and the assessment fund 
as well? Precisely at this point the shoe 
pinches. Machine politicians feel that the 
President's policy has put an end to their in- 
fluence in the party, and they are determined 
that the machine shall not stop without hurt- 
ing somebody. 
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THE TURKISH ATROCITIES. 

The first vague charges that were made of 
Turkish atrocities south of the Balkans are 
now not only confirmed as to their correct- 
ness, but day by day it becomes apparent 
that the nature of these atrocities is even 
more horrible than was first alleged. The 
cause lies on the surface. Even under ordi- 


nary circumstances, in time of peace, there 


is an intense hatred between the Christians 
both of Bulgaria and Roumelia and their 
nomadic oppressors, the Mussulmans. It is a 
hatred both of race and religion. To thor- 
oughly appreciate it, it should always be 
kept in mind that the Turks are not natives 
of Turkey. They are alien to Enrope in 
blood, speech, and religion. They speak no 
European language. They have no European 
history. Their religion is Asiatic. Their 
civilization bas no European charac- 
teristien. European civilization is pro- 
gressive; Asiatic is stationary. The 
Russ.ans have dropped their Tartar civiliza- 
tion and adopted the European. The Turks, 
who brought their Asiatic civilization with 
them, have always:retained it. As a result, 
the Turk of to-day in all essentials is the 
same as the Turk of five centuries ago. His 
relations to society, his social manners, his 
processes of government, his official rela- 
tions to his subjects, his religious dogmas. 
and his natural disposition have not changed 
in five hundred years. He was a butcher 
then, he is a butcher now,—the only differ- 
ence in his processes of butchery being that 
his appliances are more perfect now than 
they were then. His domination of the 
districts which he now occupies in Europe 
sprang from conquest marked by the bloodi- 
est atrocities of modern times. The Sultan 
is not the ruler of Turkey in Europe. He 
has simply garrisoned it and holds it in bond- 
age by brute force. He does not govern it. 
Government implies the enforcement of law 
and the protection of the governed. The 
Turk enforces no law, since he holds the in- 
habitants of what he calls Turkey in a servi- 
tude more absolute and exasperating than 
African slavery. He guarantees no protec- 
tion. If a protest is made against servitade, 
he kills, burns, and pillages in revenge for it. 
The Turks occupied Bulgaria originally as a 
garrison, and they still occupy it as a garri- 
son, not asrulers. In every respect of race, 
manners, and religion, the Christians are 
utterly distinct from the Turks, and they are 
held as the Romans held their conquered na- 
tions, with no Government to appeal to for 
redress. Whenever the Christians have re- 
belled against this servitude they have been 
met with extermination. When the subjects 
of other nations rebel, they are tried by due 
fo law for treason; the Christians of 
Turkey have been hunted down and killed, 
man, woman, and child. When a handful 
of poorly-armed Bulgarian peasantry, inspir- 
ed by a hope of freedom from the near ap- 
proach of the Servians last summer, 
arose in rebellion, instead of putting 
them down with a military force and 
taking their arms from them, as might have 
been done in a week, their bloody task- 
masters ‘slew 60,000 men, women, and chil- 
dren, burned their villages, and sold thon- 
sands more into slavery. Hence it is but 
natural that the Christian should hate the 
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uscovites as their deliverers, who were 
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the aged. Deliver them to fire and sword; 
slay all, every soul, till none are left to tell,” 
as Marcel sings in The Huguenots.” This 
order is being carried out so mercilessly that 
it is now apparent the Turkish Government 
is bent upon the extermination of the Chris- 
tians south of the Balkans. Thereare buttwo 
possibilities of escape for these unfortunate 
creatures. Either Russia must beat back 
the Turkish butchers with swift and telling 
blows, so that she can occupy the territory, 
or the other Powers must interfere in the 
name of humanity. There is little hope that 
Russia, in her present situation, can inter- 
fere in time to save them. The forces of the 
two Powers now confronting éach other in 
Bulgaria are so nearly matched in numbers, 
and the advantages of position are so largely 
in favor of the Turks, that the result of the 
pending conflict is doubtful. Shonld the 
Russians win a decisive victory, they will 
press their advantages with such vigor and 
rapidity that they can protect the Christians. 

Should they be defeated, however, the cam- 
paign will be over for this season, and there 
will be nd hope left, except in intervention. 

The action of Germany in y warning 

the Porte that she is observing these atroci- 

ties is encouraging that it may be followed 
up with something more practical than warn- 

ings. If Germany and Austria, as has been 

intimated, should make these inhuman atroc- 

ities the sufficient pretext for an active alli- 

ance with Russia, drive the Turks out of 
Europe, and partition the country among 
themselves, it would „be a blessing to the 

world. It is the only solution of the East- 
ern question that can bring permanent peace 

and order. The Turks and Christians can 
never live together again in their former re- 
lations.

ers that ply the waters of the Upper Mississippi 
The embankment iuclosing the canal is ten feet 
in width on top, with a rip-rap covering two feet 
thick and carried two feet above extreme high- 
water mark. The fallin the entire distance 
which the canal extends is 1,875 feet. 

TH KS. 

There are two lift-locks and one guard-lock, 
each 350 feet long and eighty feet wide on top. 
These are built of solid cut-stone masonry, and 
are pronounced by experts who have examined 
them to be very substantial, and highiy 
creditable specimens of engineering skiil. 
Sluices of sufficient capacity to control the sur- 
plus water carried into the canal by the nu- 
merous streams emptying therein during their 
frequent floods, are built around the locks.

Prepara- 
tiens are being made by the City Council and 
citizens of Keokuk to celebrate the event in an 
imposing manner. ~The Council has appro- 
priated a liberal sum of money for that purpose, 
and various committees have been appoiated to 
take charge of the affair. Invitations are to be 
extended to the Mayors of all the cities on the 
river from New Orleans to St. Paul. Secretary- 
of-War McCrary, and the Governors, Congress- 
men, aud press of the 8 Valley States 
have also been invited. The Merchants’ Ex- 
change of St. Louis will send a delegation, and 
a large party of other prominent citizens of that 
city is expected. The Keokuk Northern Line 
Packet Company will furnish three of its best 
steamers for the occasion, and Commodore Da- 
vidson will be here in person. At noon on 
the day in question a fleet of boats 
headed by the Government steamer Montana 
which will be brought here expressly to take 
part in the demoustration, will pass through 
the canal and locks and return.

The weather was fine, and the reports from other 
places shghtly fayored the bears, while the re- 
ceipts of grain here were smaller than was expect- 
ed by many, with a satisfactory volume of ship- 
ments reported. The shipping movement of yes- 
terday was less than the recent average. 

A freer movement in dry goods was 
reported. The attendance of buyers is on 
the increase, and the volume of orders 
received. through the maile is also daily 
increasing. Prices remain steady and firm. The 
demand for groceries was reasonably active, and a 
firm and healthy tone pervaded the general market. 
Coffees, sugars, rice, and teas were held fully up 
to previous figures. Common molasses and biack- 
strap were quoted lower. There was a firm mar- 
ket for the most stable dried fruits, including ap- 
ples, blackberries, currants, and prunes.

Leather, tobacco, bag- 
ging, coal, and wood were quoted as before. 

Lumber was active at the yards at the éurrent 
prices. The cargo market was unchanged. Inch 
lumber gold readily, but plece stuff was slow and 
easy. few sales were made at former figures. 
Hardware and metals were in moderate demand 
and steady. Trade begins to show signs of im- 
provement. Wool was quiet andeasy The East- 
ern markets were quoted dull, and stocks at dis- 
tributing pointe are generally large. A few orders 
are received from Western manufacturers, who 
will require a large portion of the clip left in the 
West before the season is over. Broom-corn was 
quiet and steady. Stocks are small, and dealers 
are in no rush to sell, a:though the new crop will 
be ready for market in about two months. But 
they calculate on a good trade before that time 
comes, and on a smaller crop than in 1876. Hides 
were unchanged. Timothy and flax seed were act- 
ive, the former being a shade easier in conse- 
quenceof larger receipts. Green fruits were in 
fair request. Poultry was dul) and easy. 

Lake freights were leas active and a shade easier, 
at 4c for corn to Buffalo. Room was takgn for 33. 
000 bu wheat, 195, 000 bu corn, and 45, bu oats.

THE WHEAT SUPPLY. 

The New York Produce Exchange Weekly gives 
the following resume of the world’s wheat pros- 
pects: 

The harvesting of the Hungarian wheat crop was 
commenced the firet week in July, and the cereal 
was badly rusted, together with small stocks and 
limited supply, caused an advance. 

Australia has much less surplus wheat than in 
1875 crop, but ber new crop will be harvested in 
December or January next, out it promises a small 
surplus for export. 

The prevailing and threatened famine in several 
important provinces in India will probably diminish 
the export of wheat from that country. 

France annually imports 16,644,672 bu of 
wheat, mainly from Russia; but as the Danubian 
and Black Sea ports will be closed, she will be 
compelled to look elsewhere for her IN

It is now estimated that California will have no 


more than 150,000 tons surplus of wheat for ex-

The crop of wheat in the United Kingdom prom- 
ises to be under an average. Great Britain has 
usually imported from Russia about 20, 000,000 to 
22,000,000 bu of wheat, and other countries of 
Northwestern Europe rather more than 25, 000, 
bu, as the average exports of wheat from Russia 
for ten years have been about 49, 000, 000 bu.

WHY WORK ON RAILROADS? 


Strike Out West for a 
ment for Young Men Who Have Not 
Chosen Their Vocation for Life. 
Aurora (IM.) Heraid. 
The recent strike has shown the young. men 
of the country that working on a railroad is not 
the most desirable occupation in the world. 


Experience has demonstrated that the universal 
‘tendency among the managers of railroads is to 


treat labor as it does any other commodity, 
and, therefore, to purchase the article as cheap 
as it can be procured. Hence they cut down 
wages, and continue to cut down as long as the 
laborer will stand it; and, if he don’t like the 
plan, he is invited to stand aside and give place 
to others entirely out of work, who are ready to 
take his place at lower wages. But why need 
they go to work on a railroad when they can be 
their own masters, make a living, and even ac- 
— considerable perty at other occu- 
pations? Axriculture, the first and noblest oc- 
cupation of man, is ever open for more laborers. 
With a few acres of land and reasonable indus- 
try, a man can raise sufficient bread and meat for 
himself and family, and in case of necessity can 
also raise his own wool and flax, and spin and 
weave his cloth as in primitive times, so be 
independent of all the rest of mankind. There 
are — of acres of good land west of us 
yet uncultivated, and many right around us 
which might produce double their present crops 
with the expenditure of judicious labor. 

The wages paid to farm laborers may seem 
small to those who look at the comparatively 
large figures paid by the raiJroad, but boys and 


young men do not count the beard, which is 


always included in farm wages; while. in the 
case of many railroad men, it takes nearly all 
their wages to a dee. 15 — ly it travel 
ing on the road. e present below, for the en- 
couragement of young men who have not yet 
chosen their vocation for life, names of a 
number of farmers in this immediate vicinity 
who commenced working out at very low wages, 
and who have succeeded in making a living, 
besides laying up something for a rainy day. 
The names are well known in this vicinity, and 
were gathered in half-hour’s talk on the street, 
and could be multiplied many times by further 
search. We have purposely left out all those 
who have inherited any property from any 
source: 

Rodney McDole, of Sugar Grove, commenced 
work at farming at $6 a month. Has raised a

Denial of Disparaging Statements Made 
Against the Steamer John 
Sherman. 


And a Budget of Maritime Items of 
General Interest. 


THE LAKE COMMERCE. 

The activity now prevailing in marine business 
is having a good effect all round. Vessel-owners 
and mariners had been despondent until lately, 
and schemes and exvedients were discussed for 
purposes of relief, but none was found at all 
feasible or satisfactory to the majority, and all 
submitted to the inevitable law of supply 
and demand and waited patiently for 
something to turn up, having given up the 
idea of turning said something ap. The time 
came with the prospect of a heavy crop of cereals, 
and the old grain had to to make way for the 
new. ‘Suddenly a great demand was created for 
vessels, and every available craft, including many 
that had been up all the season till within a 
week or ten days ago, was brought into service. 
This state of er was not ned to this port, 
but spread to all the harvors on the great c of 
lakes. The withdrawal of a number of ves- 
sela from the lumber and other trades 
in order that they might enter the great grain fleet 
made business active in those and freights 
went up with those on grain. The effect is already 
manifested. All the unemployed -seamen, & 
not a few new hands, were shipped for active duty, 
and a small army of stevedores, dependent on the 
maritine commerce, was also given an opportanity 
to work. Grain-trimmers and lumber-shovers 


the tug men 
who are dependent on maritime trade, are corre- 
sponding!y active, and are reaping some of the 
benefits of better rotes on the lakes. 

The rate on corn the corresponding time last sea- 
son was 1c per bu, and marine circles were blue. 
Now it is 4c. Up freights are not very active 
nor paying, but the rate on grain gives a fair mar- 
gin, and keeps all the carriers moving. Word 
comes from Cleveland that coal is entering that 
city in larger quantities than for some time past, 
and there is a prospect for rates on that commodity 
that will enable vessels coming up to clear expenses 
on the cargoes — bring. 

There was a tendency on the part of shippers of 
grain here yesterday te get the present rate on 
grain down to a lower figure, bat it ie not likely it 
will tall more than a fraction, If, indeed, it does 
not take arise. The great grain fleet has gotten 
away, andthere are now bat very few vessels in 
the harbor. In the meantime the granaries are 
filling up. aud the heavy crop must be moved, to 
some extent at least, and old stoek must be shipped 
to make way for the new. 

Excha from other ports on the lakes show a 
similar state of affairs. Chicagois the lever that 
moves many of them in the matter of marine com- 
merce, and so faras ascertained the vessel inter- 
ests are doing much better than was ax tieipated 
ten days or two weeks ago by the most sanguine, 
and it looks as if fair a remunerative rates 
would prevail until the end of the season.

THE BRAIDWOOD MINERS, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Ionic, LaSalie Co., III. Aug. 15.—Now that 
quiet is again restored, it is the part of wisdom 
to search out, and as far as possible remove, 
the cause of the late labor troubles lest a worse 
thing comes upon us. It is idle to assume that 
railread employes and others of the working 
classes have no real cause of complaint, no real 
grievances calling for redress. 

It is clear to the most superficial observer 
hat the industrial classes in departments of 
useful occupation are in a most deplorable 
condition, in many, very Many, cases on the 
5 r edge, if not in a state of actual 
starvation. But while this is so, we cannot 
senction a resort to physical foree to redress 
their wrongs. 

We believe it is the duty of Government to 
suppress riots and protect life and property, 
and we also believe that it is the duty of so- 
ciety to see that justice is meted out to all par- 
ties, and the blame — upon, and the pen- 
-~ inflicted upon, the real offenders. 

{this were done, I think it would be found 
that employers would in many cases have to 
share alarge portion of the blame. Let me 
give a case in point. It is reported, on what 
seems to be good ~ et that the mine- 
owners at dwood, Will County, who re- 
cently asked for military protection, have with- 
held the wages of the miners for the month of 
March last, and that in consequence of this de- 
fault on the part of the companies the miners 
were unable to remove from there or to seek em- 
ployment elsewhere.

THE’ MILITIA. 
ORGANIZING A BaTTALION. 

It is reported that Gov. Cullom and Adju- 
tant-General Hilliard had a secret conference 
with Gen. O.H. Mann and other representatives 
of this city, who are interested in the formation 
of ward military companies, at the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel last Wednesday, in which the former 
gave his permission to the formation of another 
battalion in this city, to consist of not more 
than 300 men. If such a battalion is organ- 
ized, and the Militia law is carried 
out, the men who enlist must expect to observe 
the rules and regulations that the rest of the 
militia do. They must enlist for five years, offi- 
cers and*men; must expect to drill one night each 
week, if they become versed in military tactics and 

ractice, and submit to certain fines, imposed 
both by the State and private by-laws; must ex- 
pend considerable money from personal funds 
for uniforms and incidental expenses, and, final- 
ly, must expect (o form a great amount of hard 
labor to perfect their organization. 
Before embarking in this euterprise, it would 
be well for the parties interested to consult with 
some of the charter members of the First and 
Second Regiments, and obtain their views rela- 
tive to the organization of these battalions. and 
regiments, the expense, labor, etc., attached to 
the same, and they will doubtless learn that all 
is not gold that glitters, or at least that the 
gold braid on their uniforms will cost its weight 
in gold coin. 

The young men are told by a few representa- 
tive firms now, while the excitement of the late 
riot is upon them, that the new battalion will 
not want for cash subscriptions. The members 
of the First and Second Regiments were told 
the same thing; but when the subscription-iists 
were placed before them they ‘ weakened.”’ 
Probably to-day there is more interest taken in 
the First Regiment by the representative busi- 
ness men of Chicago than there possibly could 
be in any other similar organizatien in 
the State, and yet the members have been 
three years collecting about $14.000 from the 
citizens of Chi and have drawn from their 
own ets the balance of the $40,000 expend- 
ed. There is no good reason why the people 
should be more generous with a new battalion 
than with the older ones, and the lively 
interest just now manifested in military mat- 
ters 

WILL DIB OUT

listed men in each of the two regiments. Each 
requires 1,000 men, not including officers. Both 
regiments, so far as filled up, are excellently 
drilled, and are ready at an hour’s notice tor 
any emergency which can possibly arise.
